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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of 
what was agreed to If an agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The examiner and the attorney of record, Edward Langer, still disagree regarding 
the amendment to the specification with respect to the magic number in the stopper- 
type separator. The examiner and the attorney of record agree that the orginal 
disclosure and the original claims support a magic number in a header-type separator, 
and a magic number in a stopper-type separator. 

The original disclosure and the original claims, however, do not support a header 
magic number In a header-type separator, and a stopper magic number in a stopper- 
type separator. A header magic number and a stopper magic number would suggest 
two different types of magic number. 

Since the original disclosure teaches that the magic number in the header-type 
separator is used to verify correctness of the queue management or to check for validity 
([0031], [0044] of US 200201 121 05A1 ), it Is understood by the examiner that, without 
any specific teachings on the purpose of the magic number in the stopper-type ■ 
separator in the specification, the magic number in the stopper-type separator is also 
used to verify correctness of the queue management or to check for validity. 

The examiner has a better understanding of the scope of claim 1 after the 
discussion with the attorney of record. However, the examiner does not agree that the 
scope of claim 1 , as presented by the attorney of record, is supported by the disclosure. 
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Specifically, p.8, line 7: "The content of the read head register 230 [IN RECEIVER 200] 
is an address pointing to the location from which data is to be read . When receiver 200 
reads data received from transmitter 210, it uses the address indicated by read head 
register 230 to access the data necessary..." merely teaches using the read head 
register to read a message in message queue 240. The cited passage does not teach 
the message being used for requesting data to be read by the transmitting CPU - as 
presented by the attorney of record.
